DECLARES WAR

IS INEVITABLE.

Professor Alexander Chessin Pre-
dicts a Conflict Between United

States and Russia.

War between the United States and Rus-
sia was declared Inevitable by Professor
Alexander S. Chessdn. formerly of the Im-
perial University of St. Petersburg, Russia.
In an address at Washington Univ ersity last
night.

Professor Chcssln's subject was "Russia
and the Eastern Question." This he dls-- .

cussed from tho point of view of the eth-
nologist, saving that the essence of the
Eastern question was the conflict btween
two civilizations these of the Slav and
the European. The first is embodied polit-
ically In Russia; the second Is coming mora
and more under the guardianship of ths
United States, which Professor Chessin de-
clared is already far the strongest Romono-Teuton- lo

nation, and as such must bear the
brunt of the coming battle.

Through all history. said Professor
Chessin. "we see that no two civilizations
are contemporary. One is succeeded by an-
other. Their rise and fall cannot but come
of the inevitable conflicts, which show
which Is stronger. This Is the law of uni-
versal progress. The European civilization
is dominant y. and wUl long continue
so. But the civilization of the Slav is al-
ready gathering strength. A storm Is ln-e- v

Itable.
The theater of war Is shifting from

west to east. The next great battle of con-
flicting civilizations will be fought out in
the Pacific coasts of Asia and America, and
In the Pacific Islands. The United States are
the v anguard of European civilization. They
took the Philippines Islands In the inter-
ests of this civilization. And when the time
comes- -it will not be soon-w- hen this Ro--
mano-Teuton- lc civilization and culture are
pitted against those of the Slav, the United
C.ntM .4 Dtia.tn vtl w. .Y.a nnnAtln. .v..,
testants.
